Dean Aldo Crugnola is about to 
push the panic button: the College 
of Engineering could lose their 
accreditation before the fall 
semester ever begins. The recent 
budget cuts made last semester 
have left many faculty and staff 
members questioning as to how 
this lost money will be replaced, 
in order to continue the quality 
program that the University of 
Lowell’s College of Engineering 
has always been known for. 
“Unless the cuts are restored or 


[we] find an alternative to them... 
we’re in deep stuff!’’ stated 
Crugnola in a recent interview 
with the Connector. 

Each year the University 
graduates seven to eight hundred 
students as Civil, Mechanical, 
Plastic, Electrical, Chemical, and 
Nuclear Engineers, as well as In¬ 
dustrial Technologists. This 
represents 55 million dollars in 
the Economy of Massachusetts 
alone. Besides having major ef¬ 
fects on the economy. Dean

SGA members go to

On Friday, April 7, an angry 
group of Student Government 
Association (SGA) members 
crowded into Dean King’s office. 
The meeting was called by Dean 
King to settle an argument bet¬ 
ween the leaders. Those present 
included Charlie Ryan (Presi¬ 
dent), Steve Papleacos, Richard 
Abreu, Tim Rodrique, Eric 
Bellone. and Chuck Mahaleris. 
.Also present were Brian Kelly. 
Dave Whitford. Sheila Joy. Pat 
Demers, Joe Kennedy, and Jim 
Smith (Student Trustee). Joining 
Dean King, were Mary Connol¬ 
ly i director of student activities), 
and Dean James Donohoe (ad¬ 
visor to SGA). 

Florida Conference 

The argument was over a for¬ 
thcoming trip that the Senate had 
approved. The trip was one that 
would send qualifiing senators to 
a conference in Florida. These 
senators would be trained in order 
to assume the positions of leader¬ 
ship in next semester’s Student 
Senate. 

The trip was brought up at the 
Senate meeting on March 29, and 
was planned and approved by the 
April 5 meeting. On Thursday 
April 6, Jim Smith and Joe Ken¬ 
nedy went to Dean King in order 
to stall the trip. Dean King was 
involved, because the trip was 
$6000, and the Senate had to vote 
to ask for 3000 dollars from prior 
year’s funds, which King has 
control over. On Monday, April 
3, King had approved the request 
for the $3000. 

Court or Trip 

Dean King opened the meeting 
by saying that it was beneficial 
for all the parties to get together 
for the Florida trip. King said that 
he made the decision to tem¬ 
porarily veto the fund request 
because it was the more attractive 
of the two offers presented to him 


by the students on Thursday. One 
option was to not sign the check. 
The other option, was to have ac¬ 
tion taken by Sheila Joy against 
Charlie Ryan, and five others. 

King stated that Charlie was a 
good leader, and that King didn’t 
want to bring embarassment on 
him. King stressed that his office 
was not the place for 
disagreements of this nature. 

Jim Smith was the first speaker 
for those opposed to the trip. 
Smith admitted that he . didn’t 
speak out, and instead, publicly 
backed Ryan. He said that he 
spoke privately to Ryan in op¬ 
position to the idea. Smith said 
the idea came up to slow down 
the trip, and he favored it. 
Moving too fast 

Smith cited the speed in which 
the motion to approve the trip 
passed as one of the main factors 
of his opposition. 

Smith believed the Senate had 
not voted appropriately. He con¬ 
tinued by stating that the selection 
process was hindered by the 
speed in which the trip was plann¬ 
ed, and there was a possibility 
that some of the most deserving 
people had been overlooked. 
Smith said that maybe the Florida 
conference was not the best con¬ 
ference at the present time. 

The Student Trustee said that 
the Senate vote was questioned. 
Smith stressed that the ad¬ 
ministration was not the issue, but 
rather, the issue was one of 
checks and balances. Smith ques¬ 
tioned the validity of it all. 
Senate's authority 

Charlie Ryan, the President of 
the SGA, was the first speaker in 
favor of the Senate decision. 
Visibly restraining his anger, he 
said that the issue had changed 
from the decision to approve the 
trip, to whether or not three 
students had the power to 
withhold a Senate directive. He 
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in danger. 


students of U-Lowell, “The loss 
of accreditation would mean that 
the student’s degrees would not 
be accepted in Industry, or in 
Government jobs.’’ 

Students in Engineering 
already pay a $219.00 lab fee in 
order to mantain the equipment 
needed for their labs. Normally 
laboratories recieve 1 million 
dollars from the state each year, 
but thus far nothing has been 
recieved, which could jack up the 
fees even more. To make matters 
worse three civil engineering pro¬ 
fessors recently retired and at this 


time; the college has no money to 
replace them. 

The entire program will be 
reviewed some time in late June- 
early July. Before this happens 
the college will go through a pro¬ 
cess known as “Show Cause.” 
At this time Dean Crugnola will 
“show” how much money the 
college will need in order for the 
program to remain accredited. He 
will also explain why we should 
not lose the accreditation. If the 
Engineering education were 
reviewed right now, the ac¬ 
creditation would be in jeopardy. 


If the financial situation doesn’t 
change soon, Engineering may 
become reserved for the upper- 
income people of this state only. 
Most Engineering students here at 
the university pay approximately 
2-3 thousand dollars a year, and 
could never afford the 12-14 
thousand dollars a year that 
private colleges charge (such as 
Northeastern, Worcester 
Polytech, etc.) Crugnola ended, 
“[It means] a large majority of 
students from Massachusetts 
could not get an engineering 
education.”

said that this action “...totally 
takes the Constitution away...” 

Ryan continued by saying; “ It 
is appalling for these students to 
come after the fact.’’Ryan said 
that Student Court, not the ad¬ 
ministration was the next step. 

Ryan also said that no 
blackmail tactics were called for. 
He was referring to the fact that 
he. amongst other leaders, would 
be brought up on charges in Stu¬ 
dent Court if the trip was taken. 

Ryan said that he chose the 
Florida trip, because the 
Michigan conference was seven 
days longer. The student-elected 
president also said that money 
wasn’t an issue, citing the alloca¬ 
tion of $800 in the SGA budget 
for pencils, but quickly stated; 
“...but the word Florida doesn’t 
come after pencils.” 

Ryan said that there was no 
ugliness before the names of the 
participating students came out. 
Ryan cited the fact that no senator 
was misguided, because four 
separate votes were taken, and 
the motion passed all four times. 
Battle lines 

Dave Whitford had questioned 
why the students wanted to go to 
this particular conference. When 
he found no reason that satisfac¬ 
torily answered his question, he 
stood against the conference. 
Whitford said that this issue had 
become far too personal, and that 
this was not the intention. 
Blackmail tactics weren’t intend¬ 
ed, and the situation could be 
much more damaging, he stress¬ 
ed. Whitford said that the battle 
lines were not drawn on thought, 
but rather emotion. 

Joe Kennedy, the Senior Class 
President, drew comparisons to 
the Michigan trip. The Michigan 
trip cost only $3000, and was 
planned for 3 to 4 months, com¬ 
pared to the two weeks for the 
Florida conference. A greater 


diversity of people were also 
eligible to go. Part of the plann¬ 
ing included a year commitment, 
and a thirty page packet outlining 
the reasons why they were going. 

Kennedy said that one week’s 
time was simply not enough time 
to lobby. Kennedy said that he 
lobbied at the most obvious 
source the Associate Vice- 
president for University Life 
(Dean King). He said that he 
came for background information 
and insight. Kennedy stressed that 
the speed in which the conference 
was planned, not the location, 
was the main issue. 
Appropriate planing 

Chuck Mahaleris said that a 
great many things could be plann¬ 
ed in one week, provided that the 
planning was first rate. He said 
by sidetracking the process, the 
student element was being taken 


out. 

Sheila Joy said that she wasn’t 
part of the Thursday meeting, but 
she agreed with the action. She 
said that conflict of interest 
charges could be brought upon 
those chosen senators who voted 
in favor of the trip. She said that 
Student Services couldn’t justify 
what was happening, and that 
every non-student leader was 
against the motion. 

Brian Kelly said that objectivi¬ 
ty was thrown out. He supported 
the studeent government, and that 
personal reasons were an issue, 
or the meeting wouldn’t have 
taken place. Kelly felt that it was 
an issue of personalities vs prin¬ 
ciples. He compared the possible 
conflict of interest charges to the 
vote in the United States Con¬ 
gress over congressional pay

raises. Kelly said that the money 
would not be wasted. 
Compromise? 

Pat Demers, the SGA 
Treasurer, was the most vocal 
leader in favor of a compromise. 
He said that the student govern¬ 
ment was divided to the threats of 
impeachment. He stressed that 
the issue needed a quick resolu¬ 
tion, and that the failure to 
resolve the issue showed an in¬ 
capacity to make decisions of this 
magnitude. Demers said that the 
process in w hich the motion pass¬ 
ed was legal. He also said that 
threats of impeaching Charlie 
Ryan was not the best way to 
resolve the situation. 

Dave Whitford, a former 
senator, said that the issue of the 
congressional pay raises, was an 
appropriate comparison. He cited 
the perception of back door tac¬ 
tics as a reason for its failure, and 
that this perception was valid in 
this case. “Perceptions are impor¬ 
tant, what is real is not,’’ Whit- 
ford claimed. 

Charlie Ryan said that a com¬ 
parison between the Michigan 
and Miami conferences was un¬ 
fair, because the Miami con¬ 
ference was specifically for 
student government officials, 
while the Michigan conference 
was a student services con¬ 
ference. 

Dean Donohoe, the advisor to 
the SGA, stated that Charlie set 
up the committees per his advice, 
and that the length of time was not 
an issue. He also said that the 
Senate has their integrity to pro¬ 
tect, and that the people must 
speak on controversial issues. 

The meeting lasted two hours, 
and eventually Charlie Ryan, and 
Jim Smith along with Dean King 
worked out a compromise. The 
terms of the compromise were 
that Smith would support Ryan, 
and the $3000 request for funds, 
in exchange for an agreement 
from Ryan to talk when the 
senators return, so a problem of 
this magnitude doesn’t occur

The student parking rally was 
a great success. One of the out¬ 
comes of the rally was the forma¬ 
tion of a new parking committee 
consisting of both students and 
administrators. Students serving 
on this committee include Lori 
Demartin, Timothy Lloyd, Moni¬ 
que Hughes, and William Love¬ 
ly. The committee is chaired by 
Vice President Leo King. Ad¬ 
ministrators serving with King on 
the committee are Campus Police 
Chief James Rowe, Vice Presi¬ 
dent Susan Goodwin, and Vice 
President Fred Sperounis. 

Four main topics were discuss¬ 
ed at the first meeting. The first 
main topic of discussion dealt 
with the Standish St. annexes 
slated to be razed. I was very anx¬ 
ious going into this meeting. The 
rally for me meant that now, 
some action would bew taken by 
the university. The first topic was 
of great importance because it 
meant new parking in the near 
future. 

In meetings with V.P. King last 
fall, he informed me of the slated 
demolition of the annexes. At this 
time, money had already been 
allocated and he said the we could 
most likely expect demolition to 
take place in the summer of 1989. 
This would mean the addition of 
possibly 100 to 150 new parking 
spots for the fall of 1989. As the 
parking committee meeting pro¬ 
gressed. I listened as V.P. Good¬ 
win told the committee that the 
monies allocated for the demoli¬ 
tion and leveling have been 
frozen due to the budget crisis. 
V.P. Sperounis was not at the 
committee meeting to tell us when 
the monies allocated would be un¬ 
frozen. So at present we may not 
realistically see the demolition of 
the annexes until the summer of 
1990 and new parking available 
until the fall of 1990. 

The next topic of discussion 
dealt with an area of land located 
on South Campus. In a proposal 
by S.G.A. President Charles 
Ryan, land located below the soft- 
ball field and Concordia 
Residence Hall, running 
alongside Pawtucket St. would be 
dug out so that angled parking 
could be installed. I was also ex¬ 
cited going int the committee 
meeting with this as a possibility 
for new short-range parking. My 
excitement soon dwindled at V.P. 
Goodwin’s words bringing up the 
possibilities of conflicts with 
regulations involving parking on 
a main roadway, damage to the 
nearby slope, and that new ten¬ 
nis courts might be built near the 
edge of the slope, limiting use of 
the space around the slope. 

V.P. Goodwin brought to light 
new issues and problems with 
previous proposals that weren’t 
even considered. This idea has 


not been abandoned, but needs 
some more planning before it can 
become a reality. 

We left Pawtucket St. and 
headed up Wilder St. for our next 
topic of discussion to the Love- 
joy lot located at the comer of 
Wilder and Broadway. In par¬ 
ticular, discussion focused on an 
area of land located in one cor¬ 
ner of the lot. There is mound of 
dirt that has been there for some 
time. The question was raised, 
“If the university owns that land, 
why hasn’t the dirt been remov¬ 
ed and the area paved?’’ This is 
something that will be looked in¬ 
to and addressed at the next 
meeting. 

An issue I found of importance 
and raised was that of city 
residents who are not students 
parking in the Lovejoy lot. 
Everyday one can see the 
presence of about fifteen to 
twenty-five cars parked in the 
lot’s right hand back comer. My 
question was, “If students aren’t 
allowed to park on city streets, 
why are city residents allowed to 
park in student parking lots?’’ 
The answer I received was 
somewhat reasonable. There was 
supposedly an agreement made 
with residents that they could 
park in lot during the night as 
long as the cars are removed dur¬ 
ing the day. But residents have 
abused the privilege in the lot; 
they have not removed their cars 
during the day. This also will be 
examined by the committee at the 
next meeting. Personally, I say 
kick out all the non-students who 
are parking in our lots. 

Last on our list of things to be 
discussed was the idea of satellite 
parking. There were several sites 
discussed, but the big question 
that continually came up was 
“Will students use the satellite 
parking system?’’ Money is an 
issue, as it has been with all our 
parking problems. The shuttle 
bus costs run to approximately 
$123,000. There would be a need 
for an expanded shuttle service 
with a satellite parking program. 
New possible costs would include 
rental of an off-campus satellite 
lot. Still, the main concern is 
whether the students would use 
the satellite parking if it was 
provided. 

In summary, our first meeting 
served to acquaint the committee 
members with each other and 
address certain immediate issues. 
We did not even discuss parking 
garages. From a realistic point of 
view, I don’t see any new park¬ 
ing until the fall of 1990 and no 
parking garages until 1995.

Animotion in motion

After nearly three years, Animotion has retumed- 
-and a strikingly new band now stands center stage. 

The change revolves around new lead singers 
(Cynthia Rhodes and Paul Engemann, two per¬ 
formers with sensational track records) who have 
teamed up with original members Greg Smith 
(keyboards) and Don Kirkpatrick (guitars). The re¬ 
energized group has engineered a terrific comeback 
LP, Animotion , fueled by the rousing debut single,

‘Room to Move,’ and the contributions of producers 
Richard Marx, Steve Barri and Tony Peluso, 
Preston Glass, Hammer and Slater, and John Van 
Tongren. 

‘Room to Move,’ written by Simon Clime and 
Dennis Morgan (who penned the No. 1 Aretha 
Franklin/George Michael hit ‘I Knew You Were 
Waiting For Me’) is also featured in the film My 
Stepmother is an Alien. This track, plus songs such 
as ‘Do Like I do,’ ‘Ground Zero,’ ‘Calling It Love,’ 
and the duet ‘Send It Over,’ convey the group’s 
fuller, more natural approach to pop. 

Cynthia Rhodes is perhaps best known for her 
sizzling screen career, with lead roles opposite

Xanadu , and Runaway. Rhodes got her first break 
on the road woth The Tubes, and was invited to join 
Animotion shortly after the departure of original 
vocalist Astrid Plane. 

Paul Engemann launched his career as a session 
musician in Los Angeles before he was asked by 
Smith and Kirkpatrick to join Animotion. The new 
Animotion was ready. 

Prior to forming Animotion, Smith worked as a 
session player on Michael Jackson’s mega-platinum 
Thriller LP, and also toured with the late Marvin 
Gaye. 

Animotion released its first album in the fall of 
1984, and by the time 1985 rolled around, the group 
was on its way to international success. 

‘Obsession,’ the debut LP’s first single, became 
a top 10 smash worldwide. A second single, ‘Let 
Him Go,’ reached the U.S. top 30, and was a huge 
success in Germany. The next LP Strange Behavior , 
was released in early 1986. ‘I Engineer,’ the first 
single, repeated the German success and the band 
toured heavily throughout Europe. 

Animotion’s new lead singers add a refreshing 
pep to the group’s sound, and their comeback LP, 
Animotion , illustrates this. As long as they don’t 
keep changing singers, Animotion will go a long 
way.

Our flick of the week is “Dead 
Calm,’’ a riveting thriller about 
a couple whose vacation on their 
yacht off the Great Barrier Reef 
is violated when they take on 
board a killer who has survived 
a shipwreck. Though the film 
resorts to a hackneyed ending, 
what goes on before is modest but 
effective terror. Australian direc¬ 
tor Phillip Noyce, whose credits 
have ranged from the stimulating 
“Newsfront” to the grisly “The 
Hitchhiker,’’ paces his film well 
and uses the cramped quarters of 
a luxurious boat as a counterpoint 
to the beauty and calm of the sea.

He journeys from 
the Moon to the center of the 
Earth, assisted by four 
powerhouse friends with amazing 
strengths. The quartet of helpers 
is the film’s main charm. Gilliam, 


however, is his own worst enemy 
as he tries too hard to delight us, 
not giving his film any room to 
breathe.

“Chances are”. A delightful¬ 
ly breezy, old-fashioned enter¬ 
tainment involving yet another 
body-switch tale. Cybill 
Shepherd plays a widow who has 
mourned her husband for 23 
years until he shows up in the 
spirit of a young Washington 
newspaper reporter (Robert 
Downey Jr.). The reporter, coin¬ 
cidentally, has a crush on 
Shepherd’s daughter (Mary 
Stuart Masterson).

“Lawrence of Arabia”. The 
expanded version of David 
Lean’s 1962 masterpiece about 
Col. T.E. Lawrence, who during 
World War I sought to unite the 
Arao nauon* against tne Iutk* 
until his vaulting ambition and 
age-old rivalries undid him. Peter 
O’Toole is incandescent as 
Lawrence Omar Sharif, Alec 
Guinness and Anthony Quinn 
share third billing to O’Toole and 
the desert. Director Lean teaches 
us how to look at a movie, forc¬ 
ing our eyes to scan distant 
horizon and to study objects and 
shadows everywhere in the 
frame. This revival, which 
restores more than 30 minutes of 
cuts, challenges all films to dare 
to be great.

Keep the name 


As everyone knows, U Lowell 
has real troubles. The Engineer¬ 
ing department may lose its ac- 
credidation, the budget situation 
seems to get worse every time a 
light bulb blows, and soon we 
will just be a subsidiary of That 
Big School Out There. These are 
problems that many students are 
concerned about, and rightfully 
so. Yet there is another “con¬ 
troversy” raging that has con¬ 
sumed Connector space. Student 
Senate time, and will soon occupy 
a space on the upcoming student 
election ballot. 

The non-controversy to which 
I am referring is the non-binding 
question that will ask students 
how they feel about the school 
nickname, “Chiefs”. Evidently, 
the name is offensive to Native 
Americans. I frankly can’t im¬ 
agine why. 

The proponent of the question 
is the Native American Associa¬ 
tion of U Lowell. One of the 
association’s members attempted 
to explain to a recent Senate 
meeting that I attended the 
reasons for the offense taken. 
“Chief’, she explained, is a 
sacred term for the Native 
American (funny I always con¬ 
sidered myself to be a native 
American). The Chief was not 
only the political leader of the 
tribe, but was often the religious 
leader also. Therefore, the term 
is a religious one and is 
sacrosanct. 

The woman proceeded to ex¬ 
plain that no other religions’ or 
races' names are used so cavalier¬ 
ly as the term Chief. She said that 
one would never see a team call¬ 


ed the “priests”. That’s wrong; 
San Diego’s baseball team is call 
the Padres. In fact, the team logo 
is a portly little monk swinging a 
baseball bat. I have not heard any 
cries of anguish from the Vatican. 

There are many more examples 
like this. There are California 
Angels (baseball). New Orleans 
Saints ^football), and Holy Crosa 
Crusaders, to name a few with 
religious nicknames. There are 
teams with ethnic names, also. 
Boston Celtics and Notre Dame 
Fighting Irish come to mind. I’m 
of Irish descent and I’m not of¬ 
fended; in fact I know that the 
Irish community is rather proud 
of this. There are Montreal Cana- 
diens and Rochester Americans in 
hockey. And how about Van¬ 
couver Canucks (hockey)? I 
always thought of Canuck as a 
derisive term for Canadians, but 
the fans in Vancouver voted to 
take that name. 

Some teams have names that 
could be considered embarrassing 
for other reasons. The Universi¬ 
ty of South Carolina actually calls 
their sports teams the 
Gamecocks. The team name at 
University of California at Irvine 
is the Anteaters. There used to be 
a soccer team in Montreal called 
the maniac. I wonder if the men¬ 
tally impaired community was up 
in arms? And what soccer fan 
from around here can forget the 
New England Tea Men? No, they 
were not named in honor of the 
Boston Tea Party'. The first 
owner of the team was the Lip- 
ton Tea Company. 

The problem here, then, is not 
that a bunch of insensitive people 


with an underlying streak of 
racism decided to use a name that 
would be offensive to an ethnic 
group. Quite the contrary; I think 
that the name was chosen so as to 
capture the spirit, pride, and 
bravery of a Chief. When a team 
name is being considered, words 
with positive connotations are 
chosen so that the players will 
have pride in them (God only 
know what they were thinking 
down in South Carolina). The 
problem is that a few over¬ 
sensitive people, whom I do not 
feel are representative of the 
diversity of thought and culture of 
Native Americans, have opted to 
make an issue of it. 

But a few people do not an 
issue make. The Native American 
group has been able to count on 
the support of (yes, I’ll use the 
word) liberals to whom it is ax¬ 
iomatic that any grievance by a 
minority group be righted, no 
matter how anfractious the logic 
involved. 

But such is the nature of a 
university in the People’s 
Republic of Massachusetts, and 
so we have a question on the 
ballot. I urge everyone to vote to 
keep the name Chiefs. The 
University of Lowell has a terrific 
sports tradition as mid-size 
Eastern schools go, and the 
nickname is part of that. It would 
be a shame to turn our backs on 
that tradition in order to assuage 
the misplaced guilt of a 
few...well, you know what they 
are.

wealthy they are or what social 
strada their parents may come 
from. Public higher education 
was meant to be the doorway for 
working and middleclass 
Americans to obtain that same op

portunity for a better life that our 
more privileged citizens have 
always enjoyed. 

Yet when we scan the land¬ 
scape of educational opportunity 
in America today what do we 
see? We see rising costs in tui¬ 
tion, rising costs in dorm fees, 
and rising costs in student and 
other fees far outpacing the rate 
of inflation. At the same time we 
see decreases in federal financial 
aid, decreases in state financial 
aid, and rising interest rates on 
student loans. Not only that but 
the budgets for public higher 
education keep getting slashed. 

As ULowell students know 
from smaller course selections 
this year, Massachusetts is a 
prime example of this trend. 

What all this adds up to for 
public college students is we’re 
paying more and getting less; 
those of us who are managing to 
survive financially that is. For 
some of us it’s beginning to mean 
that pretty soon maybe there 
won’t even be a college 
education. 

When we survey this ever 
darkening landscape however we 


see at least one bright light, at 
least one strong line of defense 
against the ever encroaching at¬ 
tempts to dismantle public higher 
education as we know it. And that 
line of defense is the State Student 
Association of Massachusetts. 

Three out of the past six years 
SSAM has fought for and won 
tuition freezes for state col¬ 
lege/university students. 

Every other year when tuition 
increases did go through SSAM 
managed to substantially reduce 
those increases from their original 
proposals. 

Last year SSAM turned a pro¬ 
posed 15 % tuition increase into a 
8.5% tuition increase. 

As bad as they were last year 
SSAM also testified against ris¬ 
ing dorm fees and had an impact 
in helping to reduce those in¬ 
creases from their original pro¬ 
posals as well. 

Up until last year when disaster 
hit the State budget, SSAM was 
successful in lobbying increases 
through the State Legislature for 
more state financial aid. 

SSAM has been there for us 
when the going has gotten rough! 


This year SSAM has three bills 
before the State Legislature: -one 
that would freeze the rate of tui¬ 
tion from year to year so that it 
couldn’t exceed the rate of infla¬ 
tion; -one that would evenly 
distribute state financial aid 
money between state college 
students and private college 
students (right now private col¬ 
leges get about 68% of all state 
financial aid and we get about 
32%); and -one that check the 
abuses in Student and other Trust 
Funds which are supported with 
student dollars. 

These are the facts: The State 
Student Association of 
Massachusetts is the only state¬ 
wide organization made up of all 
State college students and ad¬ 
vocates on behalf of their issues 
and their issues alone! No other 
state-wide organization can make 
this claim. 

On April 19th and 20th, 
ULowell students will be asked 
whether or not they want to finan¬ 
cially support SSAM in a referen¬ 
da question run simultaneously 
with the ULowell Student 
Government elections. In all

Over the 
past twelve months we have wat¬ 
ched Jim Smith build upon this 
powerful position to earn, not on¬ 
ly the respect of his student peers, 
but of his colleagues on the board 
and of the university administra¬ 
tion. It is my intention to continue 
in this vein, to ensure that the Stu¬ 
dent Trustee remains a viable 
force at every level. Although I 
am running unopposed, I will 
need a mandate from the voters, 
sending a powerful message to 
the Board of Regents, to the 
Governor, and to the State 
House, that the students at the 
University of Lowell stand behind 
their student leadership, and will 
stand up for their right to an ex¬ 
cellent education at an afforable 
price. 

During the next year we will be 
faced with many issues that we 
can predict and many that we can¬ 
not. Some examples of those that

As individuals we may 
have little effect on the outcome 


of these or any other issues. But 
as a group of students, united 
behind a strong student leader¬ 
ship, we will undoubtedly make 
a difference. 

Student Government was 
created to give the students an 
organized leadership and is 
recognized by the State 
Legislature as the legal represen¬ 
tative of the student body. The 
elections are the time for in¬ 
dividual students to take the 
responsibility of making a state¬ 
ment and making a difference. 

Two non-binding referenda 
will ask you to express your opi¬ 
nion, so that the student leader¬ 
ship, as well as the community, 
will know where the students at 
the University of Lowell stand. In 
addition you will be asked to vote 
on a binding referendum in sup¬ 
port of SSAM. SSAM is an 
organization of students from 
State Colleges and Universities 
across Massachusetts. This 
organization has supported the 
position students in the State 
Higher Education system for 
many years. As bad as you may 
consider the current situation to 
be, it would most decidedly be 
worse without the lobbying ef¬ 
forts of SSAM. I would urge you 
to support this vital organization. 

Finally I would like to draw 
your attention to the race for Stu¬ 
dent Government President. This 
is a vital position of power and 
prestige that requires dedication 
and hard work from the student 
that wins. Two excellent can¬ 
didates are vying for this position 
and it may be difficult for many 
of you to choose. It is important 
to be aware that the issues and 


workings of student government 
are becoming more complex as 
the university grows and as the 
student government emerges as 
the driving force behind the stu¬ 
dent body. Experience with the 
operations of the Student Senate, 
the Activities Commission, the 
Ad-Hoc Committee, the Board of 
Trustees and the administration 
are vital for an effective 
president. 

Tom Winston has this ex¬ 
perience. Tom has served on the 
senate for two years and I have 
seen him emerge as a strong 
leader during the past twelve 
months. He has served with me 
on the Finance Committee and 
was instumental in preparing the 
1989-90 SGA budget as well as 
a proposal to change the Activity 
Fee budget process. Tom has 
served as chairman of the Student 
Union Board of Directors and has 
been responsible for completing 
the renovations on the first floor 
of Fox as well as several other 
projects on North and South 
Campusis. In every dealing I have 
had with Tom he has shown th 
ehighest integrity and unmatched 
dedication. Most importantly, I 
have seen Tom as a strong leader 
who can motivate the student 
government and the student body. 

It is time to get to the polls and 
send out a message: That the 
students at the University of 
Lowell do have a voice.

Its our right 


The Second Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
empowers citizens the right to 
bear arms. This right is fun¬ 
damental to the preservance of 
the sanctity of one’s home against 
criminal elements. Sportsmen 
also enjoy this privilege which 
allows them to compete with 
others in games of skill, including 
hunting and skeet shooting. 

The right to bear arms, as I 
stated earlier, is essential. There 
should be restictions, however, as 
to the kinds of weapons which are 
avialable to the public; specifical¬ 
ly those weapons which are used 
by our military. Sure, families 
have the right to protect 
themselves, but the use of semi¬ 
automatic weapons in ac¬ 
complishing this mean is com¬ 
pletely unnecessary. If properly 
trained, as all gun carriers should 
be, one single shot could paralyze 
or kill any assailant. Others may 
need to plug the intruder with a 
few extra blasts, just for in¬ 
surance. Why would anyone need 
a semi-automatic assault rifle with 
a detachable clip containing 10 or 
more rounds for protection? 

As Charles Murley argues in 
the March 30, 1989 issue of the 
Connector , it is the sportsmen 
who would be hardest hit by 
weapons restriction, “losing 
aproximately 40% of all hunting

Recently the Student Govern¬ 
ment Association (S.G.A.) took 
action that we feel the students 
deserve to know about. In the 
course of little over a week, 
SGA’s Executive Board propos¬ 
ed a trip to a conference in Orlan¬ 
do, Florida for student services. 
Our problem with the action is 
not the trip, but the way the Ex¬ 
ec Board and Senate went about 
it. 

On Wednesday March 29, 
without any public discussion 
SGA voted to allocate $3,000 to 
go on the trip. People, according 
to SGA President Charles Ryan, 
asked “Where it (the conference) 
was, when it was, and a little bit 
about what it is about.” This 
came out at the next Senate 
meeting on Wednesday April 5. 
It was a special meeting of senate 
called by the Exec Board to bote 
to allocate an additional $3,000. 
The meeting was held on South 
campus and there was only one 
public participant, who was call¬ 
ed and told about the meeting 5 
minutes before it was cheduled to 
begin. The fact that only one per¬ 
son not on Senate spoke at the 
meeting disturbs us. 

The fact that people that were 
going on the trip voted to spend 
the $6,000 also disturbs us. 
Members voted to allocate the 
money, then abstained from 
voting on the list of people that 
were to go on the trip. A funny 
sense of moral obligation in our 
opinion, voting to spend the 
money for a trip you’ve been 
chosen to attend, then abstaining 
from the vote that approved the 
list of people going. To us the 
issue is not the money, but for the 


and target rifles”. Sport is the 
skillful placement of shots at the 
target range; not the annihilation 
of a target with an assault rifle. 
Sport is accurately firing the shot 
which kills a hunter’s prey; what 
challenge is presented when poin¬ 
ting a weapon, such as the assault 
rifle, at an animal and simply 
gunning him down? 

I don't consider the governor’s 
proposed bill would ban semi¬ 
automatic weapons to be redun¬ 
dant, as Mr. Murley suggests, in 
its mandatory jail sentence for 
those using semi-automatic 
weapons while committing 
criminal acts. The McClure- 
Volkmer Act to which he refers 
requires a mandatory jail sentence 
for the use of a firearm in drug 
related crimes. The targets of 
both the governor’s proposed bill 
and the McClure-Volkmer Act 
are distinguishable and unique. 
All firearms are not semi¬ 
automatic, and all crimes are not 
drug related. In the case of a drug 
related crime committed with the 
aid of a semi-automatic weapon, 

I hope both acts would be enforc¬ 
ed and the penalties compounded. 

The American public has the 
right to protect itself and to bear 
arms, but let’s leave the assault 
rifles in the hands of the military’ 
for which they were produced.

fact that the trip lacked planning, 
specific goals, and that people 
voted for themselves. 

There is also no faculty or ad¬ 
ministration member going on the 
trip. Every other organization 
from the Model League to any 
sports team must have an advisor. 

Little thought was put into the 
trip, by those planning it or by 
those going. To contrast this with 
the annual N.C.L.C. conference 
held in Michigan over the sum¬ 
mer, participants in Michigan are 
required to give a full year com¬ 
mitment (no such requirement for 
this trip). Participants in 
Michigan must explain why they 
feel they should be able to attend. 
When during the emergency 
meeting David Whitford ques¬ 
tioned those going for their 
reasons Charles Ryan later 
responded; saying, “I want to re¬ 
mind all the Senators they don’t 
have to justify what they’re do¬ 
ing to him (David).” Whitford 
responded by saying that he was 
a student and they had to justify 
their actions to the students. Ryan 
retorted, “You voted for us, too 
bad!’’(emphasis added) 

The reaction of the SGA Presi¬ 
dent was in effect that he didn’t 
have to justify his actions to 
students. If you, like us, are 
disturbed by this action please call 
the SGA office at 2494 to register 
your complaint. 

We feel that you should judge 
our actions in trying to stop the 
trip without our bias. We urge 
you to read the front page article 
on the matter and make up your 
own mind.
